Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1961-0 

The  report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 

of  Health. 

The  mid-year  population  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
at  1,740,  an  increase  of  10  on  1963, 

There  were  20  live  births  compared  with  14  in  1963,  The  'live 
birth  rate  was  13.85,  being  lower  than  that  for  England  and  bales  whish 
is  18.4.  There  was  one  illegitimate  birth. 

Total  deaths  numbered  27  (27  in  1963)  and  the  death  rate  at 
11.63  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  11.3.  There  was  one 
infant  death  during  the  year. 

The  main  causes  of  death  v/ere  Heart  Disease  4,  Respiratory  Dis 
ease  4,  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  8  and  Cancer  1  . 

Eight  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the 
year;  6  measles  and  2  pneumonia.  There  were  no  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Water  Supply  and  Sewerage.  It  is  satisfactory  that  the 
Northallerton  .aid  Dales  later  Board  -re  to  carry  out  the  first  part 
of,  the  scheme  to  improve  the  water  supply  in  the  area,  as  reported  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspector.  I  am  also  glad  to  record  that  the  water . 
supply  to  Reeth,  Grinton  and  Fremington  is  now  chlorinated,  although  it 
still  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

It  is  also  satisfying  to  record  the  progress  of  the  Reeth, 
Fremington  and  Grinton  sewerage  scheme  and  that  the  scheme  for 
Arkengarthdale  is  to  follow . 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  I  have  received  from  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  whose  report 
is  attached  to  mine.
